WOMAN TERRIFIED. 


Quite o different story is 
revealed by special enquirics, 
following the murder in Can- 
ton on Tuesday evening of a 
high official of the Indo- 
China Branch of the 
Kuomintang. Jt now appears 
that the shooting was done 
by another official of the or-

red in the headquarters 
office. :

Killed Instantly. 


sAH four shots were 
and Mr. Tze dropped dead with 
aeareely a sound, his assailant 
flering from the building, before 
the two women had recovered sit- 
ficiently from their terror and the 
ahock to raise the alarm, 

The police were quickly on the 
seene after they had been inform: 
ed and before the evening was out, 
four arrests had been effected. 
The assailant, who is quite well- 
known, is atill at liberty, however, 
though ‘the police hope to discover 

his place ‘of refuge shortly.

EARLY ADVENTURES.

It fa revealed that they mast 
have been within fifty miles of 
Bermuda on Sunday when they 
started out from Long sland. 
The whole journey is Only 3850 
miles, while in turning back and 
landing at Hampton — Roads,’ the 
fliers covered at feast 1,500 
miles, The petrol supply was 
then practically exhausted und 
they eould not have flown many 
miles further, 


The plane is carrying two hun- 
dred pounds of tinned food ax 
cargo, the object of the flight be-

ABOLITION OF LIKIN. 


Canton, Jan. 7. 

In the course of «a lengthy 
statement yesterday, General 
Chan Ming-shu, Chairman of the 
Provincial Government, outlined 
the policy to be adopted this 
year in dealing with Kwang- 
tung'’s problems.

administration. He indicated

complied with, and that the con- 
struction of the Canton-Hankow 
Railway, the Chungshan Port, 
the Pearl River bridge, the {n- 
land port and the reclamation of 
Canton Bund would all be core- 
pleted.

QCivil Affairs. 


Adjustment of Police Adminis-

It transpires to-day for the 
first time that tragedy stalk- 
ed the commencement of the 
flight of General Balbo’s air 
sauadron across the South 
Atlantic Ocean, five of the 
airmen being killed within 
ten minutes of the start from 
Bolama. wt ~ 


It.would appear from the latest 
information that only eight in- 
stend of ten of the twelve machines 
actually completed the flight from 
Boluma to Natal, though it is 
curious that General Balbo, inter- 
viewed by Reuter, made mention 
of ten planes as having Innded 
safely.

CUMULATIVE EFFECT 
OF INCIDENTS. 


” THE LAW OF CONSPIRACY 
DETAILED. 


MR.° JENKIN’S FACT. 


> The concluding stages of the 
Wing Lok Street arson trial 
were entered upon this morning 
when Mr. Justice Wood sum- 
med-up, first dealing with the 
matter as it related to the two 
prisoners defended by Mr. F. C. 
Jenkin. 

After pointing out that it was 
not necessary they should find all 
three prisoners guilty, and that, 
in considering the first two pri- 
aoners, they ‘should remethber that 
their cases should be considered, 
separately, his Lordsh!p said ‘that 
nobody could be convicted on any- 
thing that was a mere guess. oF 
supposition. A conviction had to 
be based on something that 
amounted to reasonable proof and 
nothing short of that wiis enough. 


‘Meaning of Conspiracy. 


His Lordship dealt with the 
meaning of conspiracy, pointing 
out that two people could have: it 
in their mind to burn down & 
building and they could not be ar- 
rested, but, once two or more peo- 
ple got together and agtecd. to 
burn down.a building, then there 
was an agreement which would be 
conspiracy. : Je Se att 

The"jury had 'to be satisfied that 
the men were accomplices with an- 
other person or other persons, and 
that they had agreed to sct fire 
to the promises. 


Continuing, his Lordship re- 


‘minded the jury that they hnd to 


consider the whole of the facta 
together dnd draw their inferences 
from them as a whole, They 
should have a cumulative effect of 
acts which, tndividually, ~ might 
seem innocent, but which, when 
considered together, might no 
longer seem innocent. 


His Lordship's_Wait. | 


Mr. Jenkin had-said that: it did 
not matter how far certain facts 
went to prove the prisoners guilty, 
if there was one fact establishing 
their. innocence. That was truc, 


-ag there might be any amount of 


suspicion against a man, which 
suspicion disappeared if he could 
prove one fact which elenred him. 
He would. advise the jury to con- 
sider very carefully whether Mr. 
Jenkin'’s comment had any applici- 
tion to the prisoners. His Lord- 
ship added that he hed listened 
very carefully to hear what the 
fact was that was going to estab- 
lish. the innocence of one or the 
other of the two men, but he did 
not think there was such a fact. 


No Denial of Attempt. 


_ After dealing with the evidence 
regarding preparation for the fire, 
and [t was not denied that there 
was an attempt to fire the building, 
his Lordship remarked it had becn 
suggested It was for the Crown to 
show that the prisoners, elther or 
both of them, were, perhaps, part- 
ners in the Tin Sang Tong. If it 
were a question of the Iability of 
any individual debts .of the Tin 
Sang Tong, and the evidence was 
offered to. prove that either of the 
men were partners, then, he 
thought, it might well be held to 
be insufficient. The point was, 


‘however, lrrospective of, whether 


prisoners were partners -or not, 
they co-operated with other people 


fn the plan to burn the building }- 


down. . . 
Methodlcal Preparation.

MARCONI CONTRACT WITH 
“KING IBN SAUD. 


WIRELESS: 


London, Jan. 7. 

The King of the Hedja and Neji 
has entered into a contract with 
Marconi. Company for the 
supply of a system of telegraphic 
communication: for Arabia. 

Fifteen wireless stations which 
will link every important centre in 
the joint Kingdom are to be 
constructed, and four Marconi 
acts, fitted jn lorries, are also to 
be supplied as mobile telegraph 
stations, which will enable King 
Tbn Saud to keep tn constant touch 
with his two capitals, Mecen and 
Riyadh, during his-desert journeys. 

In Mecea, and at Riyadh, four 
hundred miles distant, powerful 
telephone and telegraph trans- 
mitters and modern receivers will 
be installed, and the King will be 
able to talk between his two 
Palaces by means of special mi- 
crophones. 

British engineers will supervise 
the installation outside Mecca and 
provide for maintenance after- 
wards, 

King Ibn Saud has sent four of 
his subjects for instruction in the 
Marconi School.—Britiah Wireteas.

THE SILVER CRISIS. 


——ra | 


Coincident with the fall in the 
sterling value of the Hongkong dol- 
Jar to the round shilling mark, comes 
yet another suggestion aiming at 
the stabilisation of the price of 
nilver by means of [nternacional 
action, It has long been fercseen 
that the worse the sttuat!{on Leanie, 
the greater likelihoéd would there 
Le of leading coomamists cealising 
tim pecessity of actinn of some sort 
being taken. ‘Ths, lattecly, has 
been Hongkong's sole hope in face 
of a situation of grewing serious- 
The position has now gone 
so far that any separate action by 
this Colony in the direction of an 
early stabilising of the dollar would 
appear to be altogether out of ques. 
tion although a suggestion which we 
have heard that Hongkong might 
do worse than adopt the English 
sterling currency is which 
might be worthy of consideration. 

Dr. Joseph Hans, the Austrian 
economist, advocates the formation 
of an internationn] silver-pegging 
syndicate to absorb from the market 
the immense quantity of metal 
which is responsible for price fluc- 
tuations, He outlines means by 
which co-operation along these lines 
would be possible, but we doubt 
whether his suggested fixed price 
of fifteen pence an ounce for silver 
will command any widespread sup- 
port. This figure is far below that 
which has been advocated by other 
economists recenly, However, this 
is, ufter all, a secondary point so 
fnr xg immediate attention to the 
problem is concerned. Everyone, 
we imagine, excepting those .people 
who exploit the fluctuations in the 
price of the metal, would favour 
any well-conceived concerted plan 
which aimed at checking the disas- 
trous decline in silver. The main 
thing is to wet international .ngree- 
ment on that point. That 
much secured, the working out of 
details ought to present no insuper- 
able difficulty. When we come to 
analyse the situation, it will be con- 
ceded on all. hands, with the excep- 
tion which we have mentioned, that 
stability is the one great nced, for 
without a certain factor, trade and 
commerce. must suffer. So-far a5 
the Far Enst is concerned, the only 
way in which to improve the out- 
look is to restore silver to some 
better relation to gold,-so that 
Chinn can come back into the 
world's markets: On-.this. point, 
the thought docs auggest itself 
that if.the prico of silver ia fixed

Jany lightening of the burden 


Looking at the matter from 
Hongkong’s standpoint, whilat | it 
may be truc in one senso that 
stability at any price would be 
better than the existing uncer- 
tainty, we must not forget that It 
would take many years before-the 
Colony could adjust itself to any 
low-value stabilisation. We have 
for 80 many yerrs lived on a basis 
which puts the sterling valuc of the 
dollar in the neighbourhood of 
two shillings that stability at any- 
where near half that figure would 
perpetuate the present economic 
disabilities from which the com- 
munity is suffering. Moreover, In 
view of the, Government's sterling 
commitments and the basis on 
which’ civil servants Are paid, 
there would be small prospect of 


taxation; indeed, even More: re- 
venue would most likely have to be 
found. The situation in this 
respect at present is extremely 
serious, Even after making allow- 
ances for the new basis of civil 
servants’ pay and taking full 
necount of the fresh taxation just 
put into force, it would appear 
that if the dollar remaina in the 
neighbourhood of one shilling, 
the year must end with o very 
substantial deficit, running into 
several millions of dollars. That 
ia a prospect which cannot be con- 
tempinted with equanimity. From 
whatever angle we view the mat- 
ter, the need of action stresser it- 
self. We can only trust that in 
view of the grayity of tho out- 
look, something will soon be done. 


Plato and Parliament. 


The mantle of Cobbett, who 
found little that was complimen- 
tary to say of British statesmen 
of his day, appears to have fallen 
upon an Italian notability, Count 
Sforza. In @ reeent appreciation 
of Lord’ Balfour, Count Sforzn de- 
plores the Imminent disappearance 
from British political life of the 
scholar. He recalls, to point his 
observations, that when Gladstone 
was visiting Italy, his host. st a 
public function was unable to com- 
plete a quotation from Horace that 
Gladstone had- commenced. In 
fact, the only person in the room 
capable of supplying the missing 
words was the British political 
chief himself. Count Sforza re- 
greta that such an incident ia un- 
likely to cecur again, not because 
Italians ure getting to know their 
Horace better, but because states- 
men are ceasing to know him at 
al, If these apprehensions are 
justified, the regret will be shared. 
It would be difficult to overestimate 
the debt which Parliament owes to 
the fact that it has frequently 
found opportunity to escape from 
the bitterness .of party politics: to 
the more serene air of classical 
literature. Mr. Stanley Baldwin 
is one of the stalwarts of the old 
school. Indeed, it is sometimes 
charged Against him that his taste 
for the classics renders him unfit 
for the hurly-burly of politics. 
However, there is every reason to 
believe that Count Sforzs has ex- 
nygerated the situation. It may 
be true to a large extent that the 
classics have suffered-a xutback in 
the House of Commons. Also, 
there is n germ of truth in hia 
suggestfon that classical learning 
fins been exclusively the preroga- 
tive of ‘statesmen who ‘have had 
no real understanding of the nends 
of demo, racy, though this is partly 
because, in the paat, higher educa- 
tlon has not been availble for

proper precautions. ‘ 

Mr. Shinwell (Secretary, Mines 
Department). apologincd for his 
absence during part of the debnte, 
having had to attend, he sald, “a 
very important conference on an 
aspect of mining which at the pre- 
sent moment is calling for urgent 
attention.” : 

‘Although, he proceeded, progress 
had tindoubtedly been made in the 
direction of promoting safety in the 
mines, the existing position could 
not be regarded with complacency. 
(ear, hear.) In 1924 the accident 
rate was 168.86 per 1,000, and in 
1929 it had grown to 181.39. The 
mortality rate had risen from .98 
In 1924 to 1.11 in 1929, and this in 
spite of the fact that fewer persons 
were now employed in the industry. 
The majority of the accidents oc- 
curred through falls of earth and 
cnuses in connexton with haulage. 

With a view to reducing the rate 
of neeidents, he decided that the 
first thing to do was to secure the 
grentest menaure of co-operation in 
the industry. In this behalf he had 
been readily met by both the 
Miners’ Federation and the Mining 
Association, and mensures of 9 co- 
operative kind were now proceed- 
ing. 

He mentioned that in 1928 4 sum 
of £3,026,678 was paid in compen- 
sation for injuries in mines, which 
was almost 50 per cent. of the total 
amount = paid in compensation 
throughout the country. That 
meant fourpence or fivepence on 
each ton of cont, 

One definite step had been taken 
in regard to the provision of more 
efficient Humination in the pits. 


Research had found that nystagmus. 


cases were attributable to defective 
lighting. ‘ 

It was proposed to deal with the 
qualifications of colliery officials, 
and raise their standard generally, 
As to the inspectotate, he thought 
that instand of adding to their 
numbers, it) waa more important 
to relieve the inspectors of much 
work which had no relation. to 
safety. 

The most important matter, how- 
ever, wus that relating ta accidents 
to “boyy.” “If I had my way,” he 
said, “I would prohibit the em- 
ployment of boys in mines, certainly 
under the age of sixteen.” (Socialist 
cheers.) But .there are economic 
causes operating which cannot be 
ignored.” He belleved it Was pos- 
sible to arrange for.some form of 
training for the boys, but in this 
he must have the consent of the em- 
ployers.

The lottery offices were crowded 
with poor people during the hours 
of drawing, «nd men known as 
“carrier-pigvons,” ‘posted at short 
intervals between a particular 
lottery office and the Guildhall, 
forming a sort of human telegraph 
wire, quickly conveyed news of the 
numbers as they were drawn. At 
the sight of a lucky fnsurer  re- 
celving his money, 4 group-would 
tear off thelr walsteonts, and 
women their pelticouts, to form a 
parcel for the pawnbroker, tho 
proceeds of which could be pooled 
to take out an: “insurance.”

Wonderful Efforts Recounted, 


Speaking In .Chinese, the Hon. 
Mr. R. 1. Kotewall (Vice Chalr-. 
man of the Council) said: “Some 
years ago the Coliege was short of 
funds to the extent of $180,000, 
although that amount had been pro. 
mised but was not paid owing to 
the strike and boycott of 1925.

When she was in Washing- 
ton she was twice invited . to the 
White House and she was also in- 
yiled to be present at the ceremony 
of the Inauguration of Puesident 
Hoover, Although she had been 
only ten weeks in Canada, and at 
n period of trade depression, she 
succeeded in raising. $30,000 Hong- 
kong currency. 


Encountered Obstacles. 


She encountered certain obstacles 
on entering Canada, but the people 
were not long in learning to under- 
stand and appreciate her. She was

‘tho Southern Pacifle “Rallway 
Company has just completed a magni- 
fieont bridge to clintinate the Inst 
physical barrier in railway travel 
north and cast out of or into tho 
San Francisco Buy aren, and making 
poasible the retirement of tho historic 
old train ferrica, Solano and Contra 
Costa, which for many yearn have 
been a fnacinating though tedious 
phase of such travel. 

Tho Solano han been in service 
sinco 1870; the Contrn Costa sinco 
1914, They wero known as the largest 


train fesry boats in the world and’ 


will bo scrapped after the first of the 
year. 

A saving In time of from 26 to 30 
minutes on passenger trains and from 
two to,four hoprs on freight trains 
will be effected by opening of the 
bridgo, of tremendous importance to 
traveller and shipper. 


Double Tracked. _ 


The bridge is the, largest and 
henvient (either railway or 
vehiculnr) west af the Mississippi 
river, and js not exceeded In lond- 
carrying capacity by any other 
bridge in the world, It in double 
tracked, 

It lies from Suiaun point, north 
of Martinez, on the south shore of 
Suisun bay, to Army Point, on the 
north shorg, a distance of one. mile 
and an cighth—G6,603 feet. 

The bridge was erected Sn the 
record time of 18 months, bettering 
the originn| estimatern of engineers 
by approximately six weeks. Tt 
marked the Jargest construction pro- 
fect of the West during 1929-30, 

The structure is made up of seven 
main through truss spans, ench 626 
foot lang: a 828-foot lift span, the 
largest In the world; twa deck apnans, 
504 and 264 fect in length; a 660-foot 
yiaduet at the seuth end and n 220- 
foot Vinduct at the north end, 


14,000,000 thd, of Steel. 


A total of forty-four million pounds 
of stec) went into the vant super- 
structure of the bridge, This in- 
cluded 26,000,000 pounds of silicon 
xtecl. 9,100,000 pounds of carbon steel 
nnd 1,600,000 pounds of heat-treated 
tyeburs, ‘ 

A total of 105,000 cubic yatda of 
concrete likewise went into the mak- 
ing of the great bridge. 

The B82k-foot Hft span has a 
maximum clearance of 135 fect above 
mean high water when raised, and 
ean be raised or lowered in 85 seconds 
either by clectricity or  sasoline 
engine, The bridge has a clearance 
of 70 feet nbove menn high water 
with lift at rail-level, taking care of 
96 per cent of navigation at this 
point, 

Two towers of the lift apnn rise 220

The superstructure of the bridge 
rests on ten, main plera and 22 
nedestal piers. all founded in solid 
hedrack at the bottom of the bay.

AUSTRIAN ECONOMIST URGES 
INTERNATIONAL ACTION. 


ay London, Jan! 6. 
Tho . well-known -, Austrian 
economist, Dr. Josoph Hans, haa 
written a letter to tho Financial 
Timce urging the need for inter- 
national co-operation to check the 
decline in the price of silver, and 
suggesting tho formation of an 
“Sntornational silver pegring 
syndicate” which would absorb 
from the market the flontiny 
quantity of the metal, amounting 
to about one thousand million 
ounces, which ia responsible for 
price fluctuations. 2 

Dr. Hans auggests.thnt the price 
should: be fixed at fifteen pence 
por ounce, and that the syndicate 
should also control the closing 
down of mines, the remonetisation 
of silver as the standard in the 
East, ond an increase in the usc 
of silver for subsidiary coins in 
all states which are members of 
the syndicate. 

Silver renched a- new low ievel 
record on the London market yea- 
terday, the price belng 13.11/16ths 
per ounce spot.—Reuter.

Revenue Officer — Powell, © in 
evidence, said he examined a con- 
signment of wine declared as 
xom ching and sheang ching whieh 
had arrived from Macno on De- 
cember G by the as. Sin Hing, 
The primary object of the examina. 
tlon owas te test the strength of 
the spirit. He smelt and tasted it, 
and was of the opinion that the 
liquor waa aplrits of wine. 


His Worship remarked that he 
did not understand how it was 
that the wine was allowed to be 
taken away inatend of being seized 
on the spot. 


Permits Mixed’ Up. 


Mr, Todd replied that If the wine 
were going into bond it would atill 
be under the control of the Im- 
ports and Exports — office. He

-Lwrong with the permit which Re- 


venue Officer Powell had endorsed: 
It was returned to the offce and 
should have been sent to the Super- 
intendent (Mr. J. D. Lloyd) but 
by some mistake it) was put in 
With some other permits and it wad 
not untll December 9, the day 
after the blending had taken 
places, that Mr. Lloyd saw it. 


Revenue Officer Powell was re-

Revenue Officer, “Tuck — give 
evidence of having been present at 
the blending of the spirits.  Be- 
fore the liquor was blended 
he took sumples which he aub- 
mitted to Mr. H. A. Taylor, the 
monopoly Analyst, who two: days 
Tater ycuve him instructions to 
obtain simples of the wine which 
Tad not yet been blended, 


Mr. Taylor gave details of his 
analys of the wine which he 
described as belng spirits of wine, 
and not sam ching and aheang 
ching us declared. 


Answering Mr, Lo, witness sald 
that if the permit had been seen 
hy Mr. Lloyd in time, the Depart- 
ment would have known af the 
nature of the Hquor on December 
6 The fact that the blending was 
allowed to take phice two days 


. later, was a reasonable inference 


for the defendant to think that 
there was nothing wrong with the 
wine. 


Endorsement Missing, 


Speaking of the permit, on 
which ‘the wine was detivered, 
witness agreed that the endorse- 
menta made by Revenue Officer 
Powell on the original should have 
been entered on the duplicate 
which had been handed to the 
defendant’s agents. It would be 
very unfair if the remarks had not 
been entered. Y

mit by Mr, Lo, Mr. Taylor agreed 
that it did not bear the endorse- 
ments made by Revenue Officer 
Powell.

HIGHER CONSUMPTION. 


The atate of the Colony’s -re- 
servoirs on January 1st is indicat- 
ed in the usual monthly ypturn 
issued by the Water Authority. 
This shows the position’ to be 
slightly better than a year ago, 

On the island, ‘the “aggregate 
contents .of the six reservoirs 
wore 1,487.04 million. gallons; as 
compnred with 1,901.99 on the 
same date last yenr. Most of the 
reservoirs contained less than a 
year nyo, Wong Nei Chung being 
a noteworthy exception, the con- 
tents being — 1,03 million 
gallona, as agninat 767.42 In 1950. 

The island consumption for 
December wan 276.89 million 
gallons, compared with 210,64 for 
the same month In 1929.- The 
consumption per hend per . day 
rose from 16.6 gallona in 1929 to 
19.9 gallons in 1930. 

On the mainland, the reservoirs 
contained 463.98 million gallons, 
an ayainat 462.27 on January tst, 
1930, The consumption for 
December was 138.3K — million 
wallons, compared with 116.38 in 
the previous year, the consumption 
per head per day having risen 
from 21.7 gallons to 25 galtons, 

The rainfall for 1930 was 95.09 
inches, compared with 69.83 in the 
previous year,’
